THE KEYNOTE SPEECH 


We have before us a' copy of the ad- 


dress of Senator Simeon D. Fcss, tem- 
porary chairman of the Republican na- 
tional convention at Kansas City, to be 
delivered presumably tomorrow. It bears 
the usual caution, "Not to be released un- 
til delivered." The Post-Crescent, in com- 
mon with other newspapers, will print a 
portion of this speech, or at least make 
reference to it. A few newspapers which 
have regard neither for print paper nor 
their readers may publish it in its entirety 
It is the so-called "keynote speech" of the 
Republican national convention, and is 
supposed to state'the principles or issues 
on which the campaign for president will 
be conducted.

But times have changed since the key- 


note speech was invented. It ao longer 
serves any useful political purpose except 
as a colorful adjunct of a national conven- 
tion ; a sort of prologue to give zest to the 
proceedings and. to fan the enthusiasm of 
the delegates. Nobody reads a keynote 
speech any longer and, nobody pays any 
attention to it in the convention, except- 
ing phrases here and there which may 
provoke-applause. As a campaign docu- 
ment its value is nil and it? publication 
might just as Avell be dispensed with. 
There is .practically no interest outside 
the Convention hall in keynoters or the 
rest of the speech-makers.

The national committee and the party 


luminaries who make up the convention 
program" pretend that' the selection of a 
keynoter is of the utmost importance, 
and there is the usual publicity as to 
who may or may not be selected in order 
to arotfse public interest. But it does not 
make any difference who is selected so 
long as he can make a-speech that will 
hold the attention of the delegates for 
thirty, or forty minutes. The speech will 
never be heard, of again and the few who 
•ifeaxl -it in the newspapers will give it 
little or no thought. 
, 


We now have"'Jceynotes by the tempo- 


rary chairman for the same reason that 
we have a tune or two by the orchestra 
before the curtain arises on the play. It is 
a sort of appetizer, something to give dig- 
nity and order to .the great national, gath- 
ering. Time was when it was a political' 
asset but that day has passed, and mea- 
sured in the scale of campaign usefulness 
it might as wel^beMispensed with. Still, 
it is the natura^iwray to open a,conven- 
tion and the ctfstom will doubtless 
be~ 


preserved as long as the keynoter con- 
tinues to pep up the delegates.

In Africa, where I had the misfortune to serv 


with a much malicneti French regiment of grca 
renown, even tho niggers knew that the intense hea 
of day and the shivering cold by night had nothin 
at all to do with fevers and the like. The black 
knew that the bites of insects spread the plague 
which beset the whites. The French and English 
were nrone to blame the trouble on the changeabl 
climate. I aerreed with the niggers. 


In the far north I have protected hands and fee 


from freezing and come unscathed through manj 
weary months of winter, sleeping in the snow, we 
through In the spring breaks when night tempera 
tures slipoed low enough, believe me. Have had 
clothing frozen from head to foot, frozen so thlt 
it was torture to bend legs. The advice of the In 
dians and old timers In the far riorth is to forge; 
pneumonia which you think you'll get, breathe care 
fully to avoid sealing the lungs and keep feet and 
hands, nose and ears from freezing, and you'll pul 
through all right. In fact in that country of bitter 
cold, <5f exposure and death from freezing, the only 
disease I ran across was smalloox—and I don't be- 
lieve your critics ever contended that that was, 
caught in drafts, did they? 


In the more prosaic existence which I now enjoy 


I have hunted on that turbulent stream known ar 
the Missouri river. Boats have been capsized, 
have battled ice filled currents to sand bars anc 
there dried my freezing clothing by a driftwood fire 


have stripped to the hide In zero weather and 


turned on a spit before the fire to keep both sides 
of the old anatomy at least fairly warm while sod- 
den clothing dried on sticks. The only thing I ever 
felt after such exposure was a certain exhilaration 
a tingling of the skin from head to foot, a prickling 
as if my body had caught on. fire. My companions in 
similar plights vailed about pneumonia but I never 
heard of one of them contracting it after sudden 
and cold immersion of this sort, 
-last of all I interviewed a man. who was in a 
Turkish bath when the building caught fire. Time 
was midwinter. Wrapped In a bath towel and noth- 
ng more, barefoot, bareheaded, sweating like the 
devil, he dashed into subzero weather and coojtti 
off considerably before he was able to push through 
.he crowd and enter a steam heated building. Sweat 
had frozen on his hair, face, neck. legs. He wailed 
and moaned. 
He talked of pneumonia, cold and 


grip. I kept track of this bird and he has so far 
survived without even a sneeze. 


Another incident. T was suffering from some kind 
f a nose and throat infection which had run two 
ays. Ears buzzed, head ached, bones ached,, I had 
he snuffles. Friends called jf cold, really r felt hot. 
The outdoors'called to me on a cloudy oVercast day 
when the ice had just slipped from the lakes. There 
was a cold north wind. Frost "was still on the 
ground. Ice still chine to the banss of "the creeks, 
loughs, bayous and lakes. 
Three of us sought live bait for fishing that would 
ome later. We had a seine. We found that the best 
laces to seek the elusive minnows were four and 
tve feet deeo. Too deep for hip waders. I. the 
cold" sufferer, waded Into the water up to my arm 
its. Cold, brother it was cold at first. I tugged 
he end of the 15 foot seme: I toiled ahd Tialf swam, 
oiled again, then landed the nejt. This performance, 
ras repeated-several tirties in two hours. After tne 
first immersion • the water seemed less cold., My 
ompanions complained because the wet sein turned 
heir hands blue, so cold it was. 
Three hours after I_left,the,.l$st slough I arrived 
omc, crept into the basement and changed my 
lothcs. My disease xan on.for 'another J3ay then 
leared up. The wet clothing, the cold water, the' 
itter exposure, the hard labor under trying condi- 
lons did not-affect the respiratory infection front 
rhich I •was suffering. I have reason to believe I 
ad a couple of decrees of fever when I went on the 
xpedition. I know I had none when I got home. 
So there you are. I believe as you believe. I 
aven't been able to test out that skin theory of 
ours yet and may never do so, but I do know from 
thousand and one experiences that respiratory dis- 
ases do not come from exposure."- 
There are such things as trench feet, frostbite, 
orcst trees falling on outdoors adventurers, but I 
Ant find any proof of the cold draft bogy. And I 
vas hunting for such proof in several different cli- 
mates before I ever knew o'f Dr. William Brady. ""

mould. Ho has humor moreover and

He is 
omething new in literature and he 
ad the rare good fortune of falling 
nto the hands of a writer and a pub- 
slier who could both exploit him and 
t tho sajne time preserve his fresh- 
ess and his originality.

Trader Horn -was of course brought

advertising 


tunt. Ho had become big news and 
t is impossible to keep big news out 
f America. It has to be brought to 
ho home of big advertising and coined 
nto dollars, as was done in this case, 
rader Horn received as much free 
ewspaper space as many a member 
t A royal house visiting this country. 
Vnd only a year or two ago he was 


peddler of tinware in Johannesburg, 


South Africa, wondering \\here his 
next meal \vas coming from. 


Trader Horn is a happy illustration 


of a personality that can be exploited 
by a publisher and turned into dollars 
combined with one that is worthy 
such exploitation. 
There are many 


instances of personalities just as rich 
in the juice of life but that cannot be 
exploited and that remain unknown to 
the great public. The late W. H. Hud- 
son 'is a good illustration. 
Hudson 


was one of the most interesting men 
in the \vorld during a long lifetime 
that he spent m South America and 
in England 
but he did not become 


known to the public until a few years 
before his ;death. Anyone who has

"Green Mansions,"^ and other books 
knows that his was a rich nature 
and that it \vould be a very great 
privilege to meet him and.be known 
as his friends.

This fact was known even in the 


time of Hippocrates, who argued 
that the fluids of the body were con- 
gealed by the direct effects of the 
cold. The argument has not. howev- 
er, been substantiated by scientific 
observation. 


WHAT A DRAFT DOES 


A draft is defined as a current of 


air blowing with great velocity at a 
low temperature on some part of the 
body. If one sits in a warm stuffy 
room, or in any place when the body 
is overheated and is blown upon sud~- 
denly with cold air. he is like to de- 
velop a cold. 


There arc all sorts of explanations 


a* to the mechanism of this process, 
the best one being that conception 
of the tissues takes place with as- 
sociated irritation and crcatcr oppor- 
tunity for the germs to begin their 
work on the tissues 


It is a general observation that a 


cold tends to get well in from five 
to ten days regardless of what may 
be done for it. whether one carries a 
potato in the back pocket, a bag of 
asafetida aound the neck, pats hU 
feet in hot water, or adopts any of 
the patent medicines that are widely 
sold in drug stores for self-treatment. 


Regardless of this fact, however, it 


is worth while to adopt certain def- 
inite measures with a vjcw to short- 
ening the extcni of the «vcritv of 
the infection.

The rainbows 
grow the largest, 10-pound .specimens 
being not uncommon: but local fisher 
jnen say most of this species havi 
probably left the river for Lake Su 
perior by' this time. 


It is partly because the late Mr 


Pierce was a fishing enthusiast tha 
trout are. so abundant in tho waters 
of his estate. When he built his sum 
mer homo here he found brook an< 
brown trout In abundance, but no 
steelheads or rainbows. These fish are 
natives of the Rocky Mountains and 
Pacific Coast streams. So Mr. Pierce 
proceeded to stock the stream with 
them, and the supply has- been In 
creasing ever since. 


One of the things that is interest- 


ing local fishermen is the question 
whether the president will fish with 
artificial flies or with worms.
